Paris, November 15.—Drastie re- 
forms are, in store for the French 
peace army. 

During the present session of par- 
liament it is probable that measures 
will be ‘voted reducing greatly the 
force of 640,000 land troops which 
France maintains under arms and cut- 
ting the length of the term of compul- 
sory military training from 18 months 
to one year. . 

The signing of the European securi- 
ty pact, drafted at Locarno, hastened 
the day when France could demobilize 
her defenders with safety. Successive 
sessions of patlidment have occupied 
themselves with the problem, but no 
premier dared propose an army re- 
form as long as Europe continued to 
resemble a rumbling volcano, 

Now France is going ahead with 
its plan to alter its army so as to pro- 
vide a training camp for its conti- 
nental soldiers and a colonial army 
to enre for the policing of the 6,000,- 
000 square miles of colonies over 
which the tri-color waves. 

As a developer of colonies, France 
must always maintain a strong police 
force outside of continental France. 

Contrary to general belief, the 
French army does not drain the na- 
tional treasury. France pays less 
for her military protection than does 
America, according to officials here.

030,456 square miles France has an

James Osgood ‘Wynn, prominent 
Atlantan. and at one time one of the 
leaders in the insurance world of the 
south, died at 7 o’clock Sunday night 
at Clearwater, Fla., where he had 
maintained a winter home for years. 
He was 72 years old. 

Mr. Wynn, whose residence in At- 
lanta was at 81 Peachtree circle, left 
for Florida an November 10. Mrs. 
Wynn was on a visit to Nashville, 
Tenn., at the time and planned to 
join him later. 

Saturday a message was received 
here that he had been removed to the 
Morton Plant hospital and that his 
condition was ‘serious. Mrs. Wynn 
and her daughter, Mrs. Malcolm N. 
Fleming, of Atlanta, at once left for 
Clearwater, Fla., arriving there Sun- 
day morning, and were at the bedside 
when the end came. Mr. Wynn had 
been in failing health for some time, 
but his death came as a surprise to 
friends and members of the family. 
Funeral arrangements will be made 
later, relatives in Atlanta stated Sun- 


day night.

plan was ripped to pieces by the dem- 
ocrats and republican insurgents an] 
their own, with income tax publicity 
was substituted, the clamor of the sen- 
ate investigations drove two members 
out of his cabinet and then he suffered 
the crowning humiliation of having 
Charles G. Warren rejected for attor- 
ney general. 

This last wound was inflicted by the 
newly organized senate and by a ma- 
jority of two votes. Since then the 
death of Ralston, of Indiana, demo- 
rat? has given the republicans one 
more vote in Robinson, republican. 

These failures were excused on the 
ground that Coolidge was helpless 
against the insurgent-democratic com- 
bination.

Washington, November 15.—()— 
The limit in tax reduction for next 
year has been reached by the house 
ways and means committee in revisions 
already approved for the new revenue 
bill, Chairman Green declared today in 
announcing that the door was closed 
against further proposals for tax re- 
lief. 

The $304,000,000 cut in revenue 
next year, estimated to result from re- 
visions ordered by the committee in 
tax rates, he said, is all the treas- 
ury can stand. 

The chairman’s statement, issued to- 
day, is believed not only to mean 
there will be no further alterations 
in the tax rate schedules by the com- 
mittee, but that the threatened fight 
in the house for greater reductions 
in the automobile tax than have been 
voted by the committee will be opposed 
vigorously. Repeal of the automo- 
bile passenger car levy would cut an- 
other $50,000,000 from the annual rev- 
enue. 

Complete Draft This Week. 

Chairman Green said he expected 
the committee, which will meet again 
Tuesday, to complete the drafting of 
the tax bill this week, thus assuring 
early consideration by the house soon 
after congress convenes December 7. 

As agreed upon by the committee, 
the bill will provide for widespread 
income tax rates, 
increased personal exemptions, repeal 
of many of the excise apd special lev- 
ies, repeal of the gift tax anit N 


tion ok the inheritance tax. 

Chairman Green, in his statement 
today, said he believed the treasury’s 
estimate of the probable surplus for 
the next fiscal year, placed at 8290, 
000,000 by Secretary Mellon, was too 
„conservative.“ 


Many Want Larger Cuts. 

“As a consequence,“ he said, “I 
have been asked why the reduction to 
be effected by the bill is not made 
much larger. There are many who 
think that it should be carried at least 
up to $350,000,000, and some that 
would advance it to $400,000,000, or 
even $500,000,000, although in the 
latter case my understanding is that 
it is intended to apply the payments 
received from European countries to 
ordinary expenses, instead of using 
them to reduce the national debt.

Cordele Fossil 
Unique in U.S, 
Scientists Say 


Skeleton Found in Flint Riv- 
er Resembles Prehistoric 
Whale of Egypt. 


Cordele, Ga., November 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—“‘Nothing like them has ever 
been found in North America,” is the 
description of the fossils discovered 
at the mouth of Cedar creek on Flint 
river near here and which have been 
under scientific investigation by the 
U. S. geological survey in Washing- 
ton since the discovery. 

Dr. C. Wythe Cooke has sent back 
an urgent appeal for all the other 
bones which have been recovered and 
Dr. Remington Kellogg, of the bureau 
of biological survey, has judged them 
quite different from other discoveries 
in adjacent territory in Alabama. 
The scientists refer to the discovery 
as being similar to a prehistoric whale 
of known existence in Egypt but un- 
like anything that has been described 
thus far in North America.

Walter Manly Hood, a Bir- 
mingham attorney, and husband of 
the dead woman, has been requested 
te attend. 

Mes Hood’s partially clad body 
was found lying on the floor of her 
room in the hotel. Jewels valued at 
$10,000 were scattered about on the 
floor. She told a physician who had 
succeeded in temporarily reviving her 
that she had drank the contents of 
a bottle of cleaning fluid. Chemical 
analysis revealed a deadly portion of 
sodium cyanide contained in the fluid. 

When first questioned, Cashin de- 
nied knowing the woman. Later, how- 
ever, he admitted to police that he 
had known Mrs. Hood for several 
years. Explaining the registration 
under man and wife, Cashin told po- 
lice, “it was for convenience.” He 
planned to see her frequently during 


her stay here, he said, and did not 
or “erouse undue sarpicien.

Than Average 


With National Average of 
100, Atlanta’s Cost Is 
Only 92.5. 


New York, November 15.—Seattle 
is one of the most expensive, and Bal- 
timore is one of the cheapest cities 
in the country in which to live, accord- 
ing to a comparative study of living 
costs made by the national industrial 
conference board. 

In New York city, the board dis- 


covered, living costs are close to the 
average for the United States. 

The report, the board declares, 
must be taken in a broad way, how- 
ever, as the figures are based on ac 
tual expenditures of wage earners’ 
families, irrespective of what they get 
for their money, and represent differ- 
ences in standards of living as well 
as differences in prices. 

In computing the comparative living 
costs, the investigators indicated the 
average for the country by the index 
number 100.

— Two of the largest hotel 
operating organizations in the entire 
south, thea Dinkler Hotel company. 
with headdharters in Atlanta, Ga., and 
Griner Hotels, Inc., with headquar- 
ters here, which together will con- 
trol more houses, it is stated, than 
any other similar organization in the 
southeast and will be surpassed in 
the number of hotels controlled by 


only two or three concerns in the en- 
tire United States, have formally 
joined hands, it was announced here 
Saturday. 

Formal announcement of the trade 
affiliation of these two corporations 
was made following conference here 
between Carling L. Dinkler, of At- 
lanta, president of the Dinkler Hotel 
company, and Charles B. Griner, of 
Jacksonville, president of Griner Ho- 
tels, Inc., at which details of the agree- 
ment were fully worked out and the 
basis on which the two concerns will 
act in conjunction with each other un- 
der the new arrangement was arrived 
at. 
No details of the agreement en- 
tered into were made public by the 
presidents of the two corporations 
except that it resulted from mutual 
desire to cooperate fully in the the

“So the wrappings were cut from 
head to feet, after the magnificent 
jewelry crammed into the coffin had 
been removed. Most of the Jewelry 
was sewn into the mummy clothes, 
and much of it is blackened by the 
fluid, but it can all be restored to its 
pristine brilliance. 

“The process of exposing: the body 
was thus lengthened from one day to 
many days.” 

Daggers Stuck in Gold Mesh. 


The daggers around the king's waist.

Among such items, I would men- 
tion the great need of additional pub- 
lie buildings, the construction of 
which has already been recommended 
hy the president and which, if author- 
ized, would absorb a large sum. 

“Most important of all I would call 
attention to a fact that is not gen- 
erally realized, viz., that our federal 
revenues depend largely upon the 
state of business and the degree of the 
prosperity of the country at large and 
vary accordingly.

F. Dryden, president of the Pruden- 
tial, he at once agreed. 

This incident was the start of a closé 
friendship between Mr Dryden and 
Mr. Wynn, which found expression in 
later years when the southern man- 
ager entertained the Prudential di- 
rectors, who were on a tour of the 
south, at a dinner at the Capital City 
club. Mr. Wynn’s home had been 
robbed the day before the banquet and 
his watch stolen. Mr. Dryden, aet- 
ing for the directors of the company, 
presented a handsome timepiece to the 
host of the occasion to replace his 
loss. This watch became one of Mr. 
Wynn's prized possessions. 

At the time he obtained the south- 
ern managership of the Prudential Mr. 
Wynn formed a connection with Frank 
Hawkins and Joseph E. McCord to 
help finance the Atlanta offices, but in 
approximately a year after the com- 
pany was organized he bought out 
the interests of his associates and be- 
came sole owner 

Mr. Wynn was always a firm be- 
liever in advertising and at his solici- 
tation Mr. Dryden gave him $7,500 
at one time and another large sum 
on a second occasion to advertise 
the company in the newly-opened 
southern territory. At that time the 
advertising campaign of the Pruden- 
tial was a new thing in insurance 
in this section and created much fa- 
vorable notice. / 

It was while he was in charge of 
the Prudential offices that the Pru- 
dential building, now the Grant build- 
ing, was erected in Atlanta. It was 
largely as a result of his efforts that 
the building was erected, the Pruden- 
tial aiding in financing the building, 
which bore the name of the company 
for ten years, according to contract.

That 
is a matter of record, as such aid 
is allocated on a basis of state-sys- 
tem mileage and many of the states 
are building their highways. with 
federal help long before our state 
Systems in southern states were 
even definitely decided upon. 

The west has benefited by so- 
called “state subsidies’? more in dol- 
lars than the southern states have 
in dimes—illustrated in aids to re- 
clamation projects, irrigation pro- 
jects, forestry and national park de- 
velopment, homesteading, and other 
ways, to which must be added enor- 


ways. 

Whatever may be the merit of 
“returning the government to the 
people,” all of which sounds demo- 
cratic enough, the southern repre- 
sentatives surely will not remain idle 
while a deliberate discriminatory 
policy is attempted. The president, 
perhaps, does not intend discrimi- 
nation, but to cut off federal aid to 
highways after the other sections of 
the country have completed their 
highway systems, would not be fair 
nor justifiable in any sense. And 
especially when one considers what 
the south is contributing in various 
federal taxes.

PAINLEVE HOLDS ON. 

The Painleve ministry in France 
continues to fight. The crisis has 
gone over for a few days, but it is 
due to spring up again in a day or 
two. In other words, the ministry 
is marked for death, and while har- 
mony has been temporarily restored 
in the left bloc, under such circum- 
Stances it can not last for long. The 
premier has been given a few days 
of grace to draft a compromise 
financial plan. 

The problem is to find an answer 
to France’s acute financial situation. 
The ultra-socialists want a capital 
levy. The senate would reject such 
à measure, and Painleve knows it 
and has not hesitated to say so. At 
the same time that fact does not 
lessen the demand of this group.

“Georgia, Day by Day” 


Enlistment of all the Parent-Teach- 
er associations in Georgia in an in- 
tensive campaign to wipe out illiteracy 


in this state, as undertaken by Mrs. 
Bruce Carr Jones. of Macon, presi- 
dent of the state P.-T. A., may well 
prove to be the most important event 
of the current week. 

It is Mrs. Jones’ plan to mark the 
observance of American Education 
week in Georgia, which opens today, 
by determined organization of every 
local P.-T. A. for education in the 
rudiments of reading and writing of 
every illiterate person in the particu- 
ar community. Thus, by united ef- 
port, Georgia could be made forever 
tree of the burden of illiteracy with- 
in her borders. 

When education comes, disease and 
erime begin their retreat from the 
community. Any educational move, 
no matter how elementary, is a vital 
blow at the forces of human sorrow 
and error,

When an official survey of auto- 
mobile traffie on Georgia roads, made 
by the, state highway department 
shows that on one highway 3,268 au- 
tomobiles passed during 12 hours 
an average of four and one-half per 
minute —the extent of prosperity, of 
business and general activity in the 
state is impressively shown.

He seees the great school system 
in Atlanta, and the tens of thousands 
of children going back and forth with 
the packets of books in their arms 
and he marvels that any one can 
challenge Georgia’s record for prop- 
erly providing schools for her youth. 

And then he takes up the. report 
of the state comptroller and sees the 
money that is appropriated from the 
general fund each year “for common 
schools,” and wonders again that any 
complaint of the system should be 
made. 


He does not, perhaps, take into con- 
sideration the sad fact that within 
the very shadow of the capitol dome 
there are .school districts that have 
only one-room shacks for schoolhouses ;

Psychological Time 
Has Arrived for 
Educational Advance 


Editor Constitution: I am deeply in- 
terested in the educational situation 
in Georgia. The psychological time 
has arrived when Georgia must either 
go forward in the provision of bet- 
ter educational opportunities or for- 


feit the leadership which should be 
hers among southern states. During 
recent years practically all of the at- 
tention of our leaders has been con- 
centrated upon the building of munici- 
pal school systems, and we have 
erected in Georgia over 200 such sys- 
tems where the privilelged children 
who happen to live in towns and cities 
may now secure a fairly good educa- 
tion. In the meantime, we have al- 
most entirely neglected the unfor- 
tunate rural children who in most 
counties must still attend six or seven 
months’ school in ramshackled one- 
teacher buildings under untrained, im- 
mature girl teachers. At the same 
time we have shamefully neglected our 
system of higher education, having 
failed to equip our university and its 
branches and to supply sufficient 
maintenance funds to enable them to 
open their doors to Georgia boys and 
girls wishing training for citizenship. 

Georgians are now awake to the ne- 
cessity of action which will develop 
our latent physical and agricultural 
resources. e most productive chan- 
nel into which this interest can 
turned is the provision of education, 
It is no mere accident that the state 
which has the largest per capita 
wealth, the largest per capita savings 
account, the smallest amount of illit- 
eracy, has also a record of having ex- 
pended during the past twenty years 
the largest amount per capita for edu- 
cation. 

It is the purpose of the citizens’ 
education movement, now being organ- 
ized with a state committee of 500, 
to arouse Georgia to a better under- 
standing of her educational needs and 
to promote the right type of action, 
both by the legislature and by the 
county authorities. I am sure you will 
want to have 4 share in this effort, 
and am merely writing to express the 
hope that when you are approached 
to assist the movement with financial 
support, you w give the matter 
consideration.

There, I con- 
tend, we have the apotheosis of anti- 
sepsis. for if a dab of smelly antisip- 
tie will suffice instead of a bath, why. 
then, children, we're all wrong and 
won’t some kindly person take our 
hand and lead us out of the woods? 

Back in the days before the world 
war the public health authorities at 
Washington announced that the na- 
tion’s annual bill for unnecessary 
medicines was about $500,000.000 
and that, if only necessary medicines 
were purchased, the saving would 
amount to about $2,000 per year for 
every qualified physician then prac- 
ticing in America. I say that’s what 
it would amount to—of course, the 
doctérs wouldn't get it; the dead- 
beat and unpaid accounts of doctors 
mount up to an average of $3, per 
annum. I do not know whether these 
figures of the federal authorities in- 
cluded the money annually squander- 
ed on antiseptics. 

How many dollars a family may 
save in a year by dumping the anti- 
septics in the sink. is a minor ques- 
ion. The important question, in my 
mind. is how much better it will be 
for the general health of the family 
after they have put away childish fan- 
cies about antiseptics and stepped 
briskly forward into the aseptic era.

The Hebrews were for a long time 


lowly in both knowledge and wealth; 
but they learned from their neigh- 
hors. Egypt and Babylonia treated 
them cruelly, but taught them lessons. 
Their wealth grew through their trade. 
Palestine. reached the height of its 
power and wealth in the time of David" 
and Solomon. 

The “Babylonian Captivity” began. 
in 597 B. C. and lasted about 
years. During that time, thousands | 
of Hebrews were slaves in.

Richard Hotaling, 
Famous Clubman, 
Dies on West Coast 


San Francisco, Calif., November 15. 
Richard Hotaling, 55, member of a 
pioneer family of the west, succumb- 


ed to illness here as he was thought

“The enjoyment and benefit that 
the citizens of Atlanta would find in 
an art. museum are inealculable, for 
art is the heritage of all who have 
beauty in soul and heart. Thre power 
to enjoy great pictures is developed by 
the study of great works of art. The 
great ideas back of the pictures stimn- 
late the imagination and thus attain 
the objeet of education which is to in- 
crease the power of the imagination. 

Children Would Be Helped. 

“The children of Atlanta would be 
greatly helped by the art gallery. for 
an art museum and art schools are as 
essential to modern education as any 
other branch of the school system, 
Today with no art schools, and few 
art galleries in the south, the artistic 
talent and ability of our boys and 
girls lie dormant, while our designers 
come from other parts of the country. 

“Several smaller southern cities— 
New Orleans, Savannah and Charles- 
ton—maintain museums. The civic 


pride of the ‘Gate City of the South’ 
must surely urge her to come up to 
the mark in this matter. The cost 
would be about $2,000,000—and At- 
lanta is reputed to be wealthy. Then, 
too, there are many Atlantans who 
would be glad to lend paintings to 
the city for exhibition in the museum. 

“An art museum would be a very 
great boost to Atlanta. It would 
bring many artists and art-lovers to 
the city and so help the many manu- 
facturers here. However, this is not 
the only way in which it would help 
manufacturers.

Of Syrian Row 


Paris, November 15.—(4)—Gen- 
eral Sarrail, recently recalled as high 
commissioner’ to Syria, arrived in 


Paris today from Damascus. He in- 
formed those beseeching him for in- 
formation that France’s problem in 
his territory was capable of solution 
and would be solved. He maintained 
silence on the events of the Druse 
rebellion and would only say: 

“Upon the great chess board, which 
is Syria, I was the only executive 
agent. There were some problems of 
a diplomatic order of which my eye 
was ignorant, some negotiations 
which escaped me.’ 

M. de, Jouvenel, who succeads Ge 
eral Sarrail as high commission 
was one of the first to greet him at 
the station. He asked the general 
for the latest information. General 
Sarrail seemed greatly surprised and 
replied: “This is hardly the time or 
place for such a question.”

Wetnesday morning it was plain that 
Tuesday's " wide open break in prices 
was merely a correction of ical 
weakness caused by an over extended 
market. What was the reasoning of 
those who when the stock merket was 
sickest y had the judgment and | 
nerve to go on record with the predic- 
tion that 1 bull market was not over? 
This is an interesting question because 
it deals with the future as well as the 
past. If the bull market continues it 
will only be a question of time until 
there is another day like last Tuesday 
and then the inquiry will again be 
raised as to whether or not the bull 
market is over. 

As has frequently been pointed out 
the real fundamental behind the bull 
stock market which has been under 
way for over a year with temporary 
interruptions caused by techincal mar- 
ket conditions has been easy money 
resulting from this country’s great ac- 
cumulation of wealth. * 

To this fundamental must be added 
other factors. One of these factors is 
the widespread experience gained by 
the big outside publie since the begin- 
ning of the war in 1914 in investments 
and speculation in securities. Another 
is the decidedly favorable situation and 
outlook in general trade. Still an- 
other is the widespread spirit of spec- 
ulation aroused to a large degree by 
the much advertised profits that have 
been made in real estate speculation. 

Last Tuesday when the stock mar- 
ket was sickest and many people in 
and out of Wall street were predict- 
ing that the bull stock market was 
over and that a bear market had be- 
gun there was no change in the real 
fundamentals behind the bull market 
which, with temporary interruptions, 
has been under way for over a year. 
Compared with a year ago both call 
and time-money rates are higher and 
there has been an increase in the 
rediscount rate ot the federal reserve 
bank here of from 5 per cent to 3 1-2 
per cent. Compared with periods of 
tight money, however, this week’s 
money market was easy as reflected 
by the rediscount rate of 3 1-2 per 
cent and by as low as 4 per cent for 
call money in the open market with 
time money at 5. At this time in 
1919 and throughout 1920 money was 
tight.

Compared with these figures, last 
week’s call money obtainable at 4 
per cent with time at 5 per cent 
and under and a rediscount rate of 
8 1-2 per cent made money appear 
easy. 

Howerer, until money rates do work 
higher there will be no ‘change in 
the real fundamental behind the bull 
stock market and it was on existing 
money market conditions that predic- 
tions were made last Tuesday when 
the stock market was sick that the 
bull market was not over. 

No dividing point can be found be- 
tween which is called easy and tight 
money. Money might continue easy 
with the rate on call and time money 
higher than this week. Tight and 
easy money are relative terms. 

From the viewpoint of the stock 
market money is easy as long as it is 
plentiful in supply as was last 
week. Another test of easy money 
from the stock market viewpoint is 
when the income returns on many 
seasoned dividend stocks as was the 
case last week is higher than the 
earning power of money in the open 
market. From the viewpoint of the 
stock market money is tight irrespec- 
tive of the rate when the supply is 
not sufficient to 
when brokers for 
banks for $4,000,000 and are told 
that 82.000.000 is all that can be had, 
when the banks begin to scrutinize 
the collateral in loau envelopes. 

In the mercantile world the view- 
point is the same as that of Wall 
street. Money is easy regardless of 
the rate when the supply exceeds the 
demand and it is tight when there are 
bids which fail to make connection 
wit necded supply. A business 
man knows that money is easy re- 

fitess of rate paid when he 


needed and he knows that money is 
tight when he goes to four or five 
banks in turn and is told by each that 
he cannot have the money he wants. 

From the viewpoint of the bank 
money is easy when the banks are 
looking for business and when they 
are free or comparatively free from 
acvances from the federal reserve 
banks. On the.other hand money is

An interesting report which shows 
the activities of the DeKalb chapter 
of the Red Cross for the past year has 
been issued by the Red Cross commit- 
tee, Wiley S. Ansley, chairman; Leon 
O'Neal, treasurer, and Miss Claire 
Hancock, secretary. The report in 
part says: ; 

“The past year has been a busy 
one for the DeKalb. county chapter 
of the Red Cross, and the extent of 
the work accomplished was limited 
only by the size of our budget. Total 
receipts from memberships “and dona- 
tions amounted to $4,353.10. Admin- 
istration expenses, including campaign 
and exchange en Ford coupe, amount- 
ed to $4,235.10. Total relief con- 
tributed from all sources amounted to 
$2,376.68, making total expenditures 
$6. 611.78. 

“The value of professional services 
of physicians, dentists, and‘ hospitals 
cannot be estimated in dollars and 
cents. Wesley Memorial clinic, Cen- 
tral Presbyterian baby clinic, other 
clinies of Atlanta, and the DeKalb 
county clinic have assisted us when- 
ever we have sent patients to them. 

“Of the 300 families assisted, a 
total of 1.500 individuals, food, fuel, 
medicine, clothes and other necessities 
were furnished when necessary. Many 
school children, at home because par- 
ents could not afford clothes and 
books, were supplied by this office 
through the cooperation of the 
church, philanthropic, fraternal and 
civic organizations. | 

“During illness a number of fam- 
ilies have been supplied with beds, 
bedding and other articles from our 
loan closet. : 

“Over 200 letters have been written 
in connection with inquiries and in- 
vestigations concerning government 
claims of disabled ex-service men. who 
have applied to us either personally 
or through Red Cross representatives 
elsew here. 

“Work for the coming year includes 
a half-time tubercular nurse, througna 
the cooperation of the Anti-Tubercu- 
losis society.
